in England on all other Liquors when the Union commences, take 
place throughout the whole United Kingdom. VIII. That from and 
after the Union all Foreign Salt which ſhall be Imported into Scot— 
land, ſhall be charged at the Importation there with the ſame.Daties 
as the like Salt is now charged with being Imported into England, 
and to be levied and ſecured inthe ſame manner. But in regard the 
Duties of great Quantities of Foreign Salt Imported may be very 
heavy on the Merchants Importers, That therefore all Foreign Salt 
imported into Scotland, ſhall be Cellared and Locked up under the

| ſevenYears from the ſaid Union beExempted from paying in Scotland 
for Salt made there, the Duty or Exciſe now payable for Salt made 
in England: But from the expiration of the ſaid ſeven Years, ſhall 
be ſubje& and lyable to the ſame Duties for Salt made in Scotland, as 
ſball be then payable for Salt made in Exglaudͤ, to be levied and ſecu— 
red in the ſame manner, and with -proportional Draw-backs and 
Allowances as in England; With this Exception, That Scotland ſhall

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after the ſaid ſeven Years remain Exempted from the Duty of Two 
ſhillings and Four pence a Buſhel on Home Salt, Impoſed by an Act 
made in England in the Ninth and Tenth of King William the Third 
of Hugland. And if the Parliament of Great- Britain ſhall at or before 
the expiring of the ſaid ſeven Years, ſubſtitute any other Fund in 
place of the ſaid Two ſhillings and Four pence of Exciſe on the Buſhel 
of Home Salt; Scotland ſhall after the ſaid ſeven Years bear a pro- 
portion of the ſaid Fund, and have an Equivalent in the terms of. 
this Treaty: And that during the ſaid ſeven Years, there ſhall be 
payed in Erzgland for all Salt made in Scotland, and Imported from 
thence into England, the fame Duties upon the Tmportation as ſhall 
be payable for Salt made in Exgland, to be levied and ſecured in the 
ſame manner, as the Duties om Foreign Salt are to be levied and 
ſecured in Exglaud. And that after the ſaid ſeven Years, how long 
the ſaid Duty of Two ſhillings Four pence a Buſhel upon Salt is con- 
tinued in Ezgland, the ſaid Two ſhillings Four pence a Buſhel ſhall be 
payable for all Salt made in Scotland and Imported into England, to 
be levied and ſecured in the ſame manner; And that during the con- 
tinuance of the Duty of Two ſhillings Four pence a Buſhel upon Salt 
made in England, no Salt whatſoever be brought from Scotland to 
England by Land in any manner, under the penalty of Forfeiting the 
Salt, and the Cattle and Carriages made Ute of in bringing the ſame, 
and paying Twenty ſhillings for every Buſhel of ſuch Salt, and pro- 
portionally for a greater or leſſer Quantity; for which the Carrier, as 
well as the Owner, ſhall be lyable joyntly and ſeverally, and the 
Perſons bringing or carrying the ſame to be Impriſoned by any one 
Jaſtice of the Peace by the ſpace of fix Months without Bail, and 
until the penalty be payed- And for Eſtabliſhing an equality in 
Trade, That all Fleſhes Exported from Scotland to England, and put 
on Board in Scotland to be Exported to parts beyond the Seas, and 
Proviſions for Ships in Scotland, and for Foreign Voyages may be 
Salted with Scots Salt, paying the ſame Duty for what Salt is ſo Im- 
ployed, as the like Quantity of ſuch Salt pays in England, and under 
the ſame penalties, Forfeitures and Proviſions for preventing of 
Frauds, as are mentioned in the Laws of England: And that from 
and after the Union, the Laws and Acts of Parliament in Scotland for 
Pineing, Curing and Packing of Herrings, White Fiſh and Salmond 
for Exportation with Foreign Salt only, without any mixture of 
Britiſh or Iriſh Salt, and for preventing of Frauds in Curing and 
Packing of Fiſh, be continued in Force in Scotland, Subject to ſuch 
Alterations as ſhall be made by the Parliament of Great-Britain; And 
that all Fiſh Exported from Scotland to parts beyond the Seas, which 
ſhall be Cured with Foreign Salt only, and without mixture of Britz/þ 
or 1riſþ Salt, ſhall have the ſame Eaſes, Proemiums and Draw- backs, 
as are or ſhall be allowed to * Perſons as Export the like Fiſh 
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from Exgland: And that for Encouragement of the Herring Fiſhing, 
there ſhall be allowed and payed to the Subjects Inhabitants of Great. 
Britain, during the preſent Allowances for other Fiſhes, Tenſhillings 


Five pence ſterling for every Barrel of White Herrings which ſhall be. 


Exported from Scotland; And that there ſhall be allowed Five ſhillings 
ſterling for- every Barrel of Beeff or Pork Salted with F oreign Salt 
without mixture of Britiſh or Iriſb Salt, and Exported for Sale from 
Scotland to parts beyond Sea, alterable by the Parliament of Great- 
Britain. And if any Matters or Fraud relating to the ſaid Duties, on 
Salt ſhall Hereafter appear, which are not ſufficiently provided 
againſt by this Article ; the ſame ſhall be ſubject to ſuch further pro- 
viſions as ſhall be thought fit by the Parliament of Greet-Britain.

caſes aforeſaid be raiſed and Collected in the ſame manner as the 
Ceſs now is in Scotland; but ſubject to ſuch Regulations in the 
manner of Collecting, as ſhall be made by the Parliament of Great- 
Britain. X. That during the continuance of the reſpective Duties 
on ſtampt Paper, Vellum and Parchment by the ſeveral Acts now 
in Force in England, Scotland ſhall not be Charged with the ſame 
reſpective Duties. XI. That during the continuance of the Duties 
Payable in Ergland on Windows and Lights, which determines on 
the firſt day of Auguſt, One Thouſaud, ſeven Hundred and Ten, 


Scotland ſhall not be Charged with the ſame Duties. X11. That 


during the continuance of the Duties payable in England on Coals, 
Culm and Cinders, which determines the Thirtieth day of September 


One thouſand ſeven hundred and ten, Scotland ſhall not be charged 


therewith, for Coals, Culm and Cinders conſumed there, but ſhall 
be charged with the ſame Duties as in England for all Coal, Culm 
and Cinders, not conſumed in Scotland. XIII. That during the con- 
tinuance of the Duty payable in Exgland on Malt, which determines 


the Twenty fourth day of June, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 


ſeven, Scotland ſhall not be Charged with that Duty. XIV. That the 
Kingdom of Scotland be not Charged with any other Duties laid on 
by the Parliament of Exgland before the Union, except thoſe con-

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ſented to in this Treaty, in regard it is agreed, that all neceſſary pro- 
viſion ſhall be made by the Parliament of Scotland for the public 
Charge and Service of that Kingdom, for the Year One Thonſand- 
seven Hundred and Seven; Provided, nevertheleſs, That if the Par- 
liament of England ſhall think fit to lay any further Impoſitions by way 
of Cuſtoms, or ſuch Exciſes, with which, by virtue of this Treaty, 
Scotland is to be charged equally with Exgland ; in ſuch caſe Scotland 
ſhall be lyable to the ſsm2 Cuſtoms and Exciſes, and have an Equi- 
valent to be ſettled by theParliament of Great-Britgiz ; With this fur- 
ther Proviſion, That any Malt to be made and conſumed in that part 
of the United Kingdom now called Scotland, ſhall not be charged 
with any Impoſition upon Malt during this preſent War And ſeing 
it cannot be ſuppoſed that the Parliament of Great-Britain will ever 
Jay any ſorts ot Burdens upon the United Kingdom, but what they 
ſhall find of neceſſity at that time for the Preſervation and Good of 
the whole, and with due Regard to the Circumſtances and Abilities 
of every, part. of the United Kingdom; Therefore it is agreed, 
that there be no further Exemption inſiſted upon for any part of the 
United Kingdom, but that the Conſideration of any Exemptions be- 
yond what are already agreed on in this Treaty, ſhall be left to the 
Determination ofthe Parliament of Great-Britain. XV. Whereas by 
the Terms of this Treaty, the Subjects of Scotland, for preſerving an 
Equality of Trade throughout the United Kingdom, will be lyable to 
ſeveral Cuſtoms and Exciſes now payable in England, which will be 
applicable towards payment of the Debts of Exgland, contracted be- 
fore the Union ; It is agreed, That Scotland ſhall have an Equivalent 
for what the Subjects thereof ſhall be ſo charged towards payment of 
the ſaid Debts of Ezgland in all particulars whatſoever, in manner 
following, viz.

to be charged upon theUnion,as will be applicable to the payment of 
the ſaid Debts of England, according to the Proportions which the 
preſent Cuſtoms in Scotland, being Thirty Thouſand pounds per annum, 
do bear to the Cuſtoms in England, computed at One Million Three 
Hundred Fourty one Thouſand Five Hundred and Fifty Nine 
Pounds per annum, and which the preſent Exciſes on Exciſable Li- 
quors in Scotland, being Thirty Three Thouſand and Five Hundred 
Pounds per annum, do bear to the Exciſes on Exciſable Liquors in 
England, computed at Nine Hundred Fourty Seven Thouſand Six 
Hundred and Two Pounds per annum, Which Sum of Three Hundred 
Ninety Eight Thouſand Eighty Five Pounds Ten Shillings, ſhall be 

due and payable from the time of the Union : And in regard, that 
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after the Union, Scotland becoming lyable to the ſame- Cuſtoms 
and Duties payable on Import and Export, and to the ſame, Ex. 
ciſes on all Exciſable Liquors. as in Exgland, as well upon that 
account, as upon the account. of the Increaſe of Trade and 
People (which will be the happy , Conſequence of the Union)

tioned Annual Values thereof, of which no preſent Eſtimat can be 
made; yet nevertheleſs, for the Reaſons aforeſaid, there ought to be 
a proportionable Equivalent anſwered to Scotland, It is agreed, that 
after the Union there ſhall be an Account kept of the ſaid Duties a. 
riſing in Scotland, to the end it may appear what ought to be anſu e. 
red to Scotland, as an Equivalent, for ſuch Proportion of the ſaid In-

'after-mentioned, It is agreed that from and after the Union the whole

Subjects of Scat arc at the time of Ratifying the 
Treaty of Union of the two Kingdems in the Parliament of Scorl and,, 
though Foreign built, be deomed and paſs as Ships off the Built of 
Great Britaim; The Owner, or where: there are more Owners one 
or more of the Owners within. Twelve Months after the firſt'of My 
next, making Oath, that at the time of Ratifyingthe Treaty of Uni- 
on in the Parliament of Scotland, the ſame did in whole or in part be- 
long to him or them, or to ſome other Subject or Subjects of Soti and, 
tobe particularly Named, with the place: of their reſpective Abodes, 
and. that the ſame: doth then, at the time of the: ſaid: Depoſition, 
wholly, belong to him or them, and that no Foreigner directly or 
indirectly hath any Share, Part or Intereſt therein; Which Oath

Barrel, being Twelve Gallons the preſent Scott Meaſure 5, And that the 
| Exciſe ſettled in England on all other Liquors when the Union com. 
mences, take place throughout the whole United Kingdom. Article g. 
' That from and after the Union all Foreign Salt which ſhall be Impor- 
ted into Scotland, ſhall be charged at the Importation there with the 
ſame Duties as the like Salt is now charged with being Imported into 
Euxland, and to be levied and ſecured in the ſame manner. But in 
regard the Duties of great Quantities of Foreign Salt Imported may 
be very heavy upon the Merchants Importers, That therefore all Foreign 
Salt Imported into Scotland, ſhall be Cellared and Locked up under 
the Cuſtody of the Merchants Importers, and the Officers imployed for 
levying the Duties upon Salt; And that the Merchant may have what 
Quantitie thereof his occafions may require, not under a Wey or

Juſtice of the Peace, by the ſpace of fix Months without Bail. þ 
until the penalty be payed. And for Eſtabliſhing an Equality in 
Trade, That all Fleſh Exported from Scotland to England, and put 
on Board in Scotland to be Expotted to parts beyond the Seas, and 
Proviſion for Ships in Scotland, and for Foreign Voyages, may be 
Salted with Scots Salt, paying the ſame Duty for what Salt is ſo Im- 
ployed, as the like Quantity of ſuch Salt pays in Erglazd, and under 
the ſame Penalties, Forfeitures and Proviſions * for preventing of 
Frauds, as are mentioned in the Laws of Exgland : And that from 
and afterthe Union, the Laws and Acts of Parliament in Scotland for 
Pining, Curing and Packing of Herrings, White Fiſh, and Salmond 
for Exportation, with Foreign Salt only, without any mixture of 
Britiſh or | Iriſh Salt, and for preventing of Frauds in Curing and 
Packing of Fiſh, be continued in Force in Scotland, Subject to ſuch 
Alterations as ſhall be made by the Parliament of Great.

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An Ad for the more effeckual preſerving the Kings Perſon and Govern- 
ment, by diſabling Papiits from ſitting in either Houſe of Parliament; 
and ſhall take and ſubſcribe the Oath mentioned in an Act of Parlia- 
ment made in Exgland in the firſt Year of Her Majeſties Reign, In- 
tituled, An AG to Declare the Alterations in the Oath appointed to be 
'Faken, by the AGF, Intituled, An AG for the further Security of Hir 
Majeſtiet Perſon, and the Succeſſron of the Crown in the Proteitant Line, 
"and for extinguiſhing the Hopes of the pretended Prince of Wales, and all 


other Pretenders, and their open and ſecret Abettors, And for Declaring 
the Aſſociation to be determined: At ſuch time, and in ſuch manner 


as the Members of both Houſes of Parliament of Exgland are by the 
ſaid reſpective Acts directed to take, make and ſubſcribe the ſame, 


upon the penalties and diſabilities in the ſaid reſpective Acts con- 
tained. And it is declared and agreed, That theſe Words, This 
Realm, The Crown of this Realm, and the Queen of this Realm, menti- 
oned in the Oaths and Declaration contained in the aforeſaid Acts, 
which were intended to ſignify the Crown and Realm of Exgland,
